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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 4, 6 and 7 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sano 
(JP Publication 06-013059). 

The Sano et al reference discloses a foam polyester resin, which is synthetic, 
used as a heat insulation resin layer, this leads one to conclude that the heat insulation 
material is mixed in the foam material (Paragraph 8). Furthermore, the Sano reference 
illustrates a shield membrane with the polyester film (Paragraph 8; Figure 3, Component 
7) coated on a metal layer (Figure 3, Component 8), and a heat radiation membrane 
(Figure 3, Component 3).

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawai et al. 
(JP Publication 07-037567). 

The Kawai et al. reference teaches a mounting/heat insulating pad made of resin 
(Claim 8) that is attached along the external side surface of the battery case (Abstract). 
The Kawai et al. reference also illustrates protuberances and depressions on the outer 
surface of the battery container (Figure 1 , Component 4). 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Stavar 
WO 01/61769 A2. 

The Stavar reference describes an inner framework and an outer framework 
made of a plastic material with a space filled with thermal insulating foam (Page 2, Lines 
14-20) for an automobile accumulator battery (Abstract).
